People have a right 
to know how their members vote,' and 
in the last session many members in 
voting, showed more deference to the 
government than they did to their con¬ 
stituents. They will, however, be able 
to tell their people that although they 
voted for the budget as it is, they put 
up a valiant fight In caucus against it. 
If the troops like that sort of stuff, 
that is the sort of stuff to feed ’em.

Mr. King’s attitude toward Britain 
may, as he expects, be a winner, but 
the reaction has not been favorable 
except in sections. The general belief 
is that he took that stand to cut the 
ground from underneath the National¬ 
ist movement in Quebec v But a com¬ 
mander does not usually achieve vic¬ 
tory by capitulating to the enemy. His 
own forces may object to the surren¬ 
der and desert, especially if there is 
an army hard by which is fighting for 
the principles in which they believe. 
There must be many Liberals who feel 
that when we are relying on British 
protection we should not hamper Bri¬ 
tain in perfecting her and our de¬ 
fences.

Dawson and Hansell 
Meet Questions 
At Lomond Meeting 

Addresses , Very Indefinite, 
Question Period Closed Be¬ 
fore Important Matters Can 
Be Discussed 


(Special to The Advocate) 

A fair-sized crowd attended a Soc¬ 
ial Credit meeting held in the Lomond 
community hall last Thursday, July 
21st, the speakers being Rev. Peter 
Dawson, M.L.A., for Little Bow, and 
Ernest G. Hansell, M.P. for Macleod. 

Addresses by both speakers weie on 
general lines, the banks and mort¬ 
gage companies again being named ar 
enemies of the people and the failure 
to implement Social Credit promises 
being blamed on the disallowance of 
provincial acts. 

Mr. Hansell admitted that the pro¬ 
duction tax was not equitable, but did 
not dwell long on this topic. He told 
the audience, with much satisfaction, 
that the Conservative party would 
soon be a thing of the past and that 
the Conservative convention at Ot¬ 
tawa was a “fizzle.” Speaking of 
the Liberals, Mr. Hansell said that 
they have the most expert set ot 
“shadow boxers” in the country and 
.ire keen political gainers. “Liberals 
and Conservatives say Social Credit 
is a lot-of crack-pot foolishness,” said 
the speaker, “but they don’t let us go 
ahead and hang ourselves. Oh, no, 
they know- we have the goods.” 

Rev. Dawson admitted that the gov 
eminent had raised the taxes but in¬ 
timated that -the production tax would 
be 4 per cent., not 7 per cent. 

Chairman Mrs. Root, declared the 
luestion period open and local tax¬ 
payers soon had Mr. Dawson badly 
cornered with many pertinent ques¬ 
tions. Answers to all were evasive 
and some information was refused. 
“Why doesn’t the Alberta govern¬ 
ment cancel all back taxes to 1934 and 
all relief to 1937 like Saskatchewan 
did?” was one question. This would 
give mortgage companies a* big ad¬ 
vantage and enable them.to foreclose 
on many farms, was the reply. 

The chairman tried several times 
to close the meeting and after being 
shouted down to allow for more ques¬ 
tions, finally won and had the meet¬ 
ing closed, much to the dissatisfac¬ 
tion “of some ratepayers present. Vi¬ 
tal questions pertaining to the re-op¬ 
ening of the Lomond cemetery, get¬ 
ting a doctor for the Lomond- district, 
eduction in price of seed grain for 
those who had to buy seed this spring 
and other matters remained undis¬ 
cussed. 

The strength of Social Credit in 
(he Lomond district appears to be 
waning and the holding of such un¬ 
satisfactory meetings as Thursday’s 
was, does more harm than good to 
the Aberhart cause.

Min.; Wheat Price of 
8734 Cents Urged 
[By Board of Trade

• The Vulcan Board of Trade, 
through its secretary, has written to 
the Government at Ottawa, asking, 
that the price of wheat this season be 
“pegged” at a minimum of 87' 2 cents 
a bushel, basis No. 1 at terminal, Fort 
William. 

This price would net the local far 
mer approximately 60 cents a bushel. 

In view of the fact that so much 
depends upon the price that the far¬ 
mer receives for his crop, and con- 
are I sidering that for several years past 
the farmer of this district has been 
badly hit with drouth and pests, it is 
considered that the price of wheat is 
a problem calling for national assist¬ 
ance. 

It is felt that the years ot good 
yields and fair prices are so uncer¬ 
tain that it is imperative that the 
farmer get a fair price when he is 
fortunate enough to have a fair yield. 

While there is some talk of repud¬ 
iation of debts and such like, it is 
generally felt that if the farmers of 
the district were given a fair price for 
their wheat that they- would make ev¬ 
ery effort to pay their accumulated 
debts in full.

The meeting did not hear Mr. Powell 
Major Dbffglas’ representative to Al- 
bertae, as an uproar broke out and

TO ISSUE WORK CARDS 


It has been announced that the department of Trade 
and Industry will issue work cards to Alberta citizens in 
order that they may be given preference in any harvest 
work which may come up. The plan has the merit! of giv¬ 
ing some consideration to residents of the province, and 
if it can be made effective in the current work season it 
should offer some relief to unemployment costs, And help 
to keep Alberta-earned money in Alberta. 

Full co-operation of farmers and other employers of 
labor is asked by the department in order that the end 
may be achieved. Employment seekers'must registei 
their names with the department of trade and industry in 
order to receive cards. 

The difficulty of enforcing any such scheme to any no¬ 
ticeable extent lies in the fact that roadways are open be¬ 
tween provinces, and there is nothing to discourage an in¬ 
flux into the province from east or west.

NEW CONSERVATIVE LEADER 


Dr. Robert Manion of Fort William, the new Conserva¬ 
tive leader, is an aggressive opponent, and a man of strong 
convictions. Geographically, he is fortunately situated with 
a view that can embrace the agricultural west and the in¬ 
dustrialized east. This is an advantage which not all lead¬ 
ers have enjoyed. 

In succeeding Hon. R. B. Bennett, Mr. Manion is assumT- 
ing a difficult task, but he has much of the determination 
and forcefulness of the former leader. He is credited with 
being more advanced than the reactionary elements of the 
party approve, but on the other hand, his progressive out¬ 
look may recommend him to others outside the party, and 
to the younger element of Conservatives that is coming up. 

One of the most vexatious problems which any federal 
party has to face is the necessity of bringing the British 
Constitution up to date, particularly in the matter of pro¬ 
vincial-federal relations. Quebec has been opposed to 
change, and has been a factor in delaying action. But with 
Premier Dpplessis strongly behind Mr. Manion, it is pos¬ 
sible that Quebec may be more alnenable to change. 

Those who saw merit in Hon. H. H. Stevens’ reconstruc¬ 
tion platform, are pleased with the fact that Dr. Manion 
had the endorsation of Mr. Stevens. They have hope that 
some of Mr. Stevens’ ideas may be injected into Dr. Man- 
ion’s program. 

Little of radicalism was apparent in the policy as evolv¬ 
ing from convention deliberations. No new lead was given 
in respect to the current problems qf the Dominion. But 
further developments may come as elections roll round.

Trench Method To 
Fight Web Worms 


Beet web worms have been clean¬ 
ing up gardens in eastern and south¬ 
ern parts of the province. In case 
they make inroads in this part of the 
country, the advie'e is to dig a deep 
furrow along the sides from which 
they are entering a garden. The fur¬ 
row must then be stocked with pois¬ 
on bait. The cheapest bait can be 
made from insect food plants, sprink¬ 
led with water and dust with Paris 
Green. 


Moisture is important. 
Spraying or dusting is another 
recognized method of control, a 
fringe of weeds, through which the 
worms must pass-, being an ideal trap. 
Such weeds may be heavily sprayed, 
or dusted, and if the invaders escape 
this menace, the spraying and dusting 
can be continued in the garden itself. 

Sprays that have been used with 
excellent results may be made as 
follows, depending on quantity de¬ 
sired: 

Paris green or calcium arsenate,. 

1 pound or 3 tablespoonfuls 
Soap, 1 pound or 2 ounces 
Water, 20 gallons or 2 gallons. 
Lead arsenate, 2 pounds or 6 
tablespoonfuls 
Soap, 1 pound or 2 ounces. 

Water, 20 gallons or 2 gallons. 

If rapid killing of the worms is 
desired when they have reached the 
garden plants, a 40 per cent nicotine 
sulphate solution can be added to any 
of the above sprays at the.rate of 4 
ounces to 20 gallons, or 1 teaspoon¬ 
ful to 2 gallons for smaller qualities 
The beet webworm is no newcom¬ 
er to the west or Alberta. Back in 
1919 there was a huge outbreak in 
the southern part of the province, 
covering some hundreds of square 
miles. They were so numerous that

In reviewing operations to the 31st 
of May 1938, being the first six months 
of their fiscal year, Massey Harri 
Company Limited report an increase 
in sales of slightly over 69£ compared 
with the same period last year.

year new machines which will reduce 
the farmer’s cost of production. 
Among the notable developments are 
cited the new tractor and 'small com¬ 
bine, both of which have been recently 
introduced arid can be definitely class¬ 
ed as leaders in their line. 

The total number of persons employ 
ed by the Company at May 31st, 1938, 
was 6209, this being the largest staff 
since 1930. 

It is pointed out that the second six 
months’ period of the company’s oper¬ 
ations, embracing the harvesting seas- 
sons of both the Northern and South¬ 
ern hemispheres, accounts for substan¬ 
tially the greater portion of the year’s 
sales, and while the results of the last 
six months of the fiscal year will de 
pend upon economic and crop condi¬ 
tions in both hemispheres, the present 
outlook is favourable. 


Hog Prices High 
Supply Reduced 

Hogs are this week bringing $11.30 
per hundred at Lethbridge stockyards, 
new high for the year. Last week they 
brought the raisers $11.10 per hun¬ 
dred. The average for hogs this year 
has been just over eight cents a pound 
live weight. 

Last year hogs were selling for 
$8.75 but the June price was only $3 
to $6.50, while the average for the 
year was only round the six cent mark. 

Mortgage Lifters 

Porkers are still the mortgage lif¬ 
ters. 

“They will make a profit for the 
grower more times out of five than 
any other' livestock,” said Wilbur Mc¬ 
Kenzie, manager of the Leinbridge 
Co-Op. * 

Hog deliveries at Lethbridge -stock- 
yards are down 40 per cent, from last 
year, and that is about the national 
average. Many farmers went out of 
hog raising when the price of grains 
went up spectacularly last year and 
when, in spite of a good Old Country 
market for bacon, Canadian packers 
failed to keep-live hog prices here in 
line with bacon prices. Today only 
enongj^hogs are coming on the Cana¬ 
dian market to fill the domestic de¬ 
mand for bacon and ham, and the out¬ 
look is for more than 15 per cent gain 
in deliveries next spring. It looks as 
though Canada’s shipments of bacon 
to the Old Country might suffer. 

Hogs at eight cents can be fed wheat 
[worth $1.25 a bushel and the grower 
will not lost money, Mr. McKenzie 
said. But this fall, when the price of 
wheat threatens to be down to prob¬ 
ably 60 cents or lower on the farm, 
and when coarse grains will be abuqd- 
ant, the farmers will have few hogs 
to turn their wheat into $11 pork, 
which would make the wheat worth 
about $1.50 a bushel.

One of the faults to be found with 
present-day governments is the help 
they are ready to extend to certain 
classes of people, and the ignoring of 
another class which is the greatest 
and most important class in Canada— 
we refer to the small business man 
the worker and the farmer who is trv- 
ing to help himself. Undoubtedly, tre- i 
mendous favors are granted to the 
“big interests,” and the millions of 
dollars spent on relief indicate how 
much attention is being paid to those 
who are unfortunate, either because 
unemployment, drought or inborn 
shiftlessness. 

There has been too much done for 
the waster and not enough for the hon¬ 
est worker. Instead of all municipal
